VACUUM MAKES 


RADIO TUBES DIFFER 


BY R, L. DI>>CAV. 


Director, Radio Institute of America. 


Why is it that some 
tubes 
are 


called detector tubes and some ampli- 
fying tubes and that the plate of 
the amplifier must have more "B" 
battery voltage than the plate of the 
detector, although both seem to be 
alike? 


Both tubes are constructed of the 


same quality of materials. 
Their 


chief difference lies In their vacuum. 


A detector tube has a small amount 


of gas left inside while the ampli- 
fier is highly vacuumed—all oxigen 
and other gases being withdrawn 


It Is this difference of vacuity that 


makes one tube a detector and the 
other an amplifier.

"soft" tube 
and

amplifier as

TRANSFORMERS.

East from Maroa. 


' The relocation of state aid route 
Iio 17 running due east from Maroa 
%e Route No. 3, which extends north 


1 from Argenta, Is being seriously con- 


sidered by the state aid road com- 
mittee. This road 
is still under 


•water and it is impracticable to carry 
out any plan of permanent betterment 
•under present conditions. The hind- 
erance to the improvement of this 
road is pocr drainage and it will re- 
q-uire a drainage district to remove 
this 
obstacle. By 
relocating 
this 


route farther south the drainage ob- 
stacle •"•ill be avoided and it will be 
possiole to make good road. 


Route 17 \s the road leading from 


Maroa to Monticello but to shift the 
location farther south will not make 
it a longer or less direct route from 
Maroa to Monticello and will shorten 
it somewhat for general traffic from 
the Bloomington road. It can not be 
said that the state aid commitee 
members ha,e made up their minds 
to this relocation but it is apparently 
the most feasible solution of the diffi- 
culty. 


HEAVY GRADING TO BE DONE 
The meet.ng of the state aid road 


co-nmittee Tuesday forenoon was de 
voted mainly to the payment of bills 
and the hearing of machinery men. 
The purchase of a heavy grading out- 
f.t is being considered. It is the 
consensus of opinion of t e commit- 
tee that the five patrol outfits are 
going to care for the state aid roads 
in a highly satisfactory manner. But 
there is a lot of heavy grading to be 
done -which the regular patrolmen and 
the light patrol outfits will not be 
able to do.

LIKES TO TALK 
"NEWSPAPER." 


Wholly Informal, as he took off 


his coat and 
vest preparatory 
to 


getting ready for the full dress oc- 
casion of the 
evening, Mr. Guest 


was just a newspaper man and he 
plainly would rather talk 
news- 


paper "shop" any time than to dis- 
cuss literature. 


"I've been twenty-six years with 


the Detroit Free Press and I've been 
along the line from errand boy to 
column conductor. Newspaper work 
has been my life. 


NEVER OUT OP SUBJECTS. 


In reply to the' question 
as to 


where he found 
his 
subjects—he 


writes all the time when 
on 
his 


trips, 
turning 
out 
three 
poems 


Wednesday—he immediately replied: 


"Wherever there are people, folks, 


there are subjects. I never run out 
of subjects as long as I meet folks." 


In talking of his newspaper work 


Mr. Guest frankly said that he be- 
lieved he liked the police reporter's 
Job the best of any of the regular 
tasks on a daily paper—and it is be-

closest to the real human being. It 
shows life at its simplest elemental 
outlines. 


NO COLLEGE EDUCATION. 


Sir. Guest left school in the tenth' 


grade 
and 
in the 
sense of higher 


education, through college training, 
he is wholly lacking but on the De- 
troit Free Press, in his early days, 


i he had as city editor a Scotch-Can- 


adian, trained In the English-Can- 
adian colleges to an exactitude in 
writing English which he passed on 
to his subordinates, who drilled the

| column on Monday morning only, 


the day the regular columnist did 
not have anything. This Guest kept 
up until the regular man died when 
he stepped up to the office with 
the confidence born of a- determina- 
tion to do it, to ask for that regular 
job but he was told to stick to his 
once a week Monday morning col- 
umn and not try t- do somethiTg 
which was beyond him. 


After three months of trying what 


is known as "syndicated stuff" in 
the column the editor-in-chief! gave 
it up. called In Guest, told him to 
take the column and do his worst— 
and he still has it, after all these 
years. 


A LIKEABLE FELLOW. 


Mr. Guest Is not the least bit lika 


the conventional idea of a poet, as 
so often depicted in rrimorous and 
other journals. 
He is a live, hard 


headed, informal, likeable fellow, as 
easy in his manner of meeting ev- 
eryone as a trained newspaper man 
must be, ready to visit and especial- 
ly willing to talk "shop" from the 
newsman's standpoint, unaffected by 
his fame and heartily t.ired of travel- 
ing" over the country to talk about 
himself, read his own works and, as 
he puts

"At home," he said with a. laugh, 


"I never go to a dinner or anything 
of that kind.

But some misguided person gets

who urge credit where there Is no 
basis for it ara always very careful 
not to practice what they preach; 
they want the other fellow to do the 
extending. It is noise that amounts 
to nothing in the end. 


LET BOOKKEEPERS 
WORRY. 


We have about made UP our minds 


that we shall never be able to un- 
derstand this word "net" as used 
in bookkeeping We have the word 
in still another ol its various phases 
in a report from Springfield touch- 
ing earnings of our street railway 
company. 


In figures presented there is men- 


tion of "net" earnings per car mile. 
But we are warned that from this 
"net" we must take interest, taxa- 
tion and depreciation before it can 
be said we have come to the end of 
the chapter.

No Filth-No Flies.

The only nay really to destroy 


Jlies is to destroy their breeding 
places. Flies are so widespiead and 
multiply so quickly that the only 
way ue shall ever be abie complete- 
ly to eradicate the common house- 
fly is to prevent it from breeding 
and destroy all eggs and maggots. 


Of course, It helps to swat files 


and to catch them in traps. Such 
efforts should be energetically main- 
tained, but the fight against the pest 


IN £>V SPA PERI 


will be successful 
only when all 


breeding places are 
eliminated or 


treated to prevent the full develop- 
ment of the files. 


Where flies are plentiful it Is rea- 


sonably 
certain 
fertile 
breeding 


places are- nearby. 


Frequent removal or treatment of 


manure, proper care and frequent 
disposal of garbage and the preven- 
tion of accumulations of all other 
filth 
is necessary in 
eliminating 


flies. 


It is useless for municipal 
offi- 


cials or civic organizations to start 


a swat-and-trap the fly campaign 
and overlook the manure piles In 
the stables, the frequent and proper 
removal o( manure from streets, the 
cleaning up of alleys, because for 
every fly that is swatted or trapped 
thousands 
develop 
in 
undisturbed 


filth. 


Most clean-up campaigns, many of 


which are even now in progress, are 
administered with this basic fact In 
mind. Rather than concentrate on 
the fly, concentrate on the causes 
of his development. 


Clean-up campaigns which really 


clean up the community kill a whole 
lot more flies by destroying, their 
breeding places than an all-year- 
round slatting campaign could ever 
do. 


The one simple rule to remember 


In regard t0 flies is: NO FILTH, NO 
FLIES.

—Campaign Marked by Tone of Conservatism.

Washington, D. C., May 4.—Let no 


one assume that Beverage's nomina- 
tion In Indiana was any phenomenon 
of aberration, or that it was an "In- 
surgent" or "Progressive" victory in 
the sense In which those words were 
used ten or a dozen years ago to de- 
note radical Innovations. 


If there were in the United States 


a party that believed In sound con- 
servatism, the speeches 
In which 


Beveridge made his appeal to the 
voters of Indiana would make a 
worthy platform for such a party. 


FINDS OBJECTIONS. 


One o{ the most effective ot his 


pleas condemned the "Army of Gov- 
ernment Agents, and Government 
Spies, who go up and down the 
country, harassing business." An- 
other object of his attack was the 
"Hugs Bureaucracies ot Federal em- 
ployes that have 
been 
built up 


through the 
combined 
actions 
oC 


radicals and cowardly politicians." 


TALKS CONSERVATIVE. 


Beverldgre's speeches were more 


conservative than the present prac- 
tices of tha Republican party are. His 
analysis ot the present system of tax- 
ation and ot its deleterious effects 
on national prosperity was one of the 
soundest and most thorough argu- 
ments that have been made on any 
public question In or out ot Congress 
during the present year. 
" 


At a time when a "farm bloc" holds 


the balance of power In a Republi- 
can Senate and contributes about the 
only compact leadership the Senate 
has, Beveridge had the courage to 
say he opposes all "blocs' and be- 
lieved In old-fashioned constitutional 
government. 


WILL, SUCCEED. 


Beveridge, since he terminated his

Why Is It that some 
tubes 
are 


called detector tubes and «ome ampli- 
fying tubes and that the plate of 
the amplifier must have more "B" 
battery voltage than the Plata of the 
detector, although both seem to be 
alike? 


Both tubes are constructed o£ the 


sama duality of materials. 
Their 


chief difference lies In their vacuum 


A detector tube has a small amount 


of gas left inside while the ampli- 
fier is highly vacuumed—all oM'gen 
and other gases being withdrawn. 


It Is this difference of vacuity that 


makes one tube a detector and the 
other an amplifier. 


A detector tube Is known as a 


"soft" tube 
and the 
amplifier as 


"hard" 
Frequently an 
amplifier 


becomes soft after 
consistent use 


Don't throw It awav. It 
mav be 


used satisfactorily as a detector. 


TRANSFORMERS 


There are two classes of trans- 


formers used in radio reception—one 
in audio-frequency and the other In 
one or two-step amplification. Both 
have primary anfl secondary wind- 
ings with an open or closed iron 
core. 


These transformers

used in 


circuits where long receiving dis- 
tance is desired They are also effi- 
cient on an indoor loop antenna.

No Filth-No Flies. 


BY DR. R. H. BISHOP 


The only way really to destroy 


files is to destroy their breeding 
plices. Flies are so widespread ana 
multiply 
RO aulckly that the only 


way we shall ever^e able complete- 
ly to eradicate the cjmmon house- 
fly Is to prevent it from breeding 
and destroy all eggs and maggots. 


Of coarse, It helps to swat flics 


and to catch them In traps. Such 
efforts should be energetically main- 
tained, but tit fight against the pest 


will be successful only when all 
breeding places are eliminated or 
treated to prevent the full develop- 
ment of the files. 


Where files are plentiful it is rea- 


sonably 
certain 
fertile 
breeding 


places are nearby. 


Frequent removal or treatment of 


manure, proper care and frequent 
disposal of garbage and the preven- 
tion of accumulations of all other 
filth 
Is necessary 
In 
eliminating 


files. 


Ir Is useless for municipal offi- 


cials or civic organizations to start 


a swat-and-trap the fly campalim 
and overlook the manure piles In 
the stables, the frequent and proper 
removal of manure from streets, the 
cleaning up of alleys, because for 
every fly that Is swatted or trapped 
thousands 
develop 
in undisturbed 


filth. 


Most clean-up campaigns, many of 


which are even now in progress, are 
administered with this basic fact in 
mind. Rather than concentrate on 
the fly, concentrate on the causes 
of his development. 


Clean-up campaigns which really 


clean up the community kill a whole 
lot more flies by destroying their 
breeding places than an all-year- 
round slatting campaign could ever 
do. 


The one simple rule to remember 


In regard t0 fliej is: NO FILTH, NO 
FLIES.
